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PREFACE. 




STRONG desire has been mani- 
fested during the last few years 
among the various Free Churches 
for a Service which should embrace 
some form of Liturgy with Extemporary 
Prayer. 

Some time ago a small book was prepared 
in the hope of supplying that want, and this 
Enlarged and Revised Edition is issued in 
response to further demands.
